BYU  Men  Voice  Approval 
Of  ROIC  Establishment 


An  overwhelming  percentage 
of  BYU  men,  faculty  and  stu- 
dents, voted  in  favor  of  estab- 
lishment of  Army,  Air  Force  and 
Navy  ROTC  units  at  a general 
meeting  called  Friday  by  Presi- 
dent Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Without  exception,  faculty 
members  favored  or  strongly 
favored  ROTC  on  a permanent 
basis,  and  over  90  per  cent  of 
the  male  students  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

Over  two  thousand  men 
crowded  the  Joseph  Smith 
auditorium  to  hear  Dean 
Wesley  P.  Lloyd  explain  pres- 
ent regulations  and  President 
Wilkinson  discuss  new  pro- 
grams. College  men  of  good 
scholastic  standing  are  now 
deferred  until  June  4,  and 
graduating  seniors  are  al- 
lowed a 30-day  period  to  find 
employment  in  essential  in- 
dustry before  being  eligible 
for  the  draft. 

Under  the  present  law,  students 
can  enlist  in  any  branch  of  the 
service  in  the  30  days  before  the 
end  of  school,  when  the  deferral 
ends. 

Dr.  Lloyd  reminded  students 
that  the  government  had  granted 
the  exceptions  for  good  purpose, 
and  urged,  “Settle  into  the  col- 
lar, avoid  false  definitions  of 
patriotism,  and  remember  that 
it's  not  where  you  are,  but  what 
you  are  doing  that  is  important.” 
For  Peacetime,  Too 
“ROTC  is  not  a wartime  pro- 
gram alone,  but  one  for  peace- 
time as  well,”  said  President  Wil- 


kinson. The  units  being  consid- 
ered would  be  set  up  under  a de- 
partment of  Military  Science  and 
Tactics,  and  administered  by  the 
armed  forces  in  cooperation  with 
the  school’s  administration. 

Deferment  up  to  four  years  is 
included  in  the  program,  to  allow 
the  student  to  complete  his  col- 
lege education  while  qualifying 
for  a commission  in  the  services. 
These  men  would  form  a pool  of 
officers  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

“This  is  not  a program  to 
evade  the  draft,”  he  stressed. 
An  ROTC  set  up  with  prud- 
ence under  the  spirit  of  Our 
Heavenly  Father  will  prepare 
our  men  to  render  service  in 
the  most  effective  method.” 
After  a brief  period  of  ques- 
tions and  comments,  the  students 
voted  their  opinions  on  a ques- 
tionnaire form  distributed  and 
collected  by  the  Intercollegiate 
Knights  and  Blue  Key  service  or- 
ganizations. 

Negative  Case  Stated 
One  student,  Hyrum  Christen- 
son, Tremonton,  took'  advantage 
of  President  Wilkinson’s  invita- 
tion to  express  the  negative  case. 
He  raised  the  question  that  mili- 
tary service  was  not  compatible 
with  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  and 
expressed  concern  that  the  pro- 
gram might  become  required. 

In  response,  President  Wilkin- 
son indicated  the  need  for  Latter- 
day  Saint  men  recognizing  the 
power  and  place  of  the  priesthood 
in  all  of  their  activities  including 
military  service.

Shakespeare’s  Comedy 
Opens  Four  Night  Run 


Shakespeare’s  rollicking  com- 
edy, “Twelfth  Night,”  is  one  play 
in  which  the  audience  can  ac- 
tually participate,  according  to 
Dr.  T.  E.  Pardoe,  head  of  the  B 
YU  speech  department  and  di- 
rector of  the  play. 

The  play  will  run  for  four 
nights,  February  14  through  17, 
at  College  Hall.  It  is  the  fourth 
presentation  by  the  speech  de- 
partment in  the  Diamond  Jubilee 
series. 

One  of  Shakespeare’s  “twin” 
plays,  “Twelfth  Night,”  which  has 
been  classed  as  one  of  the  great 
comedies  of  all  time,  tells  the 
delightful  story  of  Viola  and  Se- 
bastian, twins,  who  are  separated 
in  a shipwreck.  Viola,  cast  ashore 
in  Illyria,  dons  male  attire  and 
assumes  the  role  of  a page  to 
Duke  Orsino.  The  Duke’s  lady- 


love, thinking  Viola  is  a boy,  falls 
madly  in  love  with  “him.”  Things 
are  further  complicated  by  Sebas- 
tian’s appearahce  on  .the  scene, 
but  everything  turns  out  well 
when  Viola  is  revealed  to  be  a 
girl. 

The  roles  of  Viola  and  Sebas- 
tian will  be  portrayed  by  Ann 
Whiting,  Provo,  and  Willard  Tin- 
gey, Salt  Lake  City.  Other  cast 
members  include  Ned  Hoopes, 
Norwalk,  Calif.;  Frank  Norton, 
Los  Angeles;  William  Austin,  Pal- 
myra, N.  Y. ; Robert  Dalton, 
Springville;  Don  Milner,  Payson;

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A Pertinent  Problem  . . . 

Dear  Editor, 

It  would  be  a worthwhile  experience  for  anyone  to  attend  the 
legislative  council  meetings  once  in  a while  and  see  the  student  leg- 
islators working  together  for  a better  BYU. 

Students  would  have  been  impressed  the  other  night,  to  hear  a 
report  of  the  Awards  committee.  This  group  of  about  10  students, 
under  the  able  leadership  of  Marion  Jensen,  recommended  complete 
abolishment  of  the  system  on  the  grounds  that  it  was  based  on  an 
erroneous  principle,  was  becoming  entangled  in  its  own  red  tape,  and 
was  very  inadequate. 

The  legislative  coifticil,  accepted  the  proposal  and  voted  20  to  2 
for  abolishment.  As  chairman  of  the  council  it  was  my  duty  to 
remain  impartial  at  that  time.  Now  I feel  it  my  privilege  to  express 
my  views  on  this  subject  and  would  like  to  offer  the  following 
reasons  why  I am  in  favor  of  abolishment  of  the  point  system: 

1.  This  school  had  a very  good  service  record  before  the  point 
system  was  established  four  ago. 

2.  The  point  system  has  had  a very  stormy  life  since  its  incep- 
tion. 

3.  Service  should  be  rendered  out  of  love  for  the  school,  love 
of  service,  love  of  God,  not  for  any  little  metallic  reward. 

4.  The  point  system  is  too  complicated  and  full  of  red  tape. 
And  it  does  not  give  credit  where  it  is  deserved.  Ex.  Per- 
haps chairman  of  a committee  gets  5 points  and  "goofs  off” 
while  committee  worker  gets  only  1 point  and  does  all  the 
work. 

5.  Who  is  qualified  to  judge  the  work  involved  in  all  jobs  on 
campus? 

6.  Very  few  other  schools  have  such  a point  system.  (Awards 
Committee  wrote  several  schools  and  .none  of  them  had 
such  a system). 

7.  Church  does  not  give  awards  for  serving  in  the  Mutual,  in 
Sunday  School  of  other  ward  positions. 

8.  The  personal  development  and  inner  satisfaction  coming 
from  service  rendered  so  far  outshines  a little  metallic  re- 
ward that  it  hardly  merits  our  consideration. 

9.  We  do  not  advocate  doing  away  with  all  recognition,  but 
recognition  should  be  for  the  job  done — not*for  a few  points. 

10.  We  can  be  a shining  example  to  other  schools  by  showing 
them  that  we  can  get  more  service  from  students  yet  we 
need  not  offer  rewards  for  every  little  job. 

Students  should  give  careful  consideration  to  this  problem  be- 
fore they  are  called  upon,  in  the  near  future,  to  vote  on  it.

Hoover  Repeats  Views 

Former  president  Herbert 
Hoover’s  speech  of  last  week  has 
stirred  up  much  discussion.  It 
appears  to  be  the  leadoff  in  a 
great  dissension  over  sending 
ground  troops  into  Europe.  At 
this  point,  the  American  people 
might  ask  themselves,  For  whom 
does  Herbert  Hoover  speak? 

Senator  Robert  Taft,  recog- 
nized nationally  as  a Republican 
leader,  does  not  take  the  view  of 
Mr.  Hoover,  but  speaks  out  for  a 
fixed  mathematical  ratio  of  U.  S. 
and  European  troops.  Greater 
congressional  arguments  appear 
to  be  in  the  offing. 

The  uncertainty  bred  in  Europ- 
ean minds  by  the  dissension  of 
U.  S.  leaders  must  be  great.  We 
are  looked  upon  as  leaders  in  the 
Western  World,  and  we  cannot 
shirk  our  responsibilities.  Her- 
bert Hoover’s  speech  will  weaken 
our  stand  considerably  unless  the 
congress  shows  concrete  evidence 
of  supporting  the  North  Atlantic 
Pact,  and  soon. 

Japan’s  Peace  Treaty 

For  a vote  of  unity,  we  can 
turn  to  the  scene  in  Japan.  Last 
week  .Japanese  Prime  Minister 
Higeru  Yoshida  informed  'John 
Foster  Dulles  of  the  U.  S.  State 
Department  that  Japan  would 
welcome  the  statiQning  of  Ameri- 
can troops  there  after  the  peace 
treaty  is  signed.  This  will  pro- 
vide the  U.  S.  with  the  necessary 
troops  in  the  Asiatic  theater  dur- 
ing the  foreseeable  future. 

Due  to  tremendous  Chinese 
losses,  the  U.  N.  troops  in  Korea 
continue  to  progress.  U.  N.  vic- 
tories in  Korea  may  be  nullified 
this  spring,  however,  by  Com- 
munist hostilities  in  the  Europ- 
ean scene.  Increased  strengthen- 
ing of  Communist  forces  in  East- 
ern Europe  are  said  to  have  .Gen- 
eral Eisenhower  and  other  lead- 
ers worried. 

Keep  Fingers  Crossed 

Eighteen  year-olds  can  keep 
their  fingers  crossed,  but  not  for 
long.  Senate  Armed  Services 
Committee  Chairman  Richard 
Russell  scheduled  a meeting  to 
discuss  the  measure  on  Tuesday. 
The  bill  is  expected  to  meet  with 
strong  opposition  on  the  Senate 
floor.

Constitution  Vote  Necessary 
To  Kill  Point  System 

Editor’s  Note— The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  which 
would  eliminate  the  Block  Y awards  system  is  printed  below.  The 
amendment  also  stipulates  that  the  system  will  operate  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year  on  the  revised  rates  offered  by  the  awards  com- 
mittee. (A  complete  list  of  changes  on  revised  schedule  will  be 
printed  in  a future  issue  of  the  UNIVERSE.) 

The  proposal  also  includes  an  elastic  clause  allowing  the 
Awards  Committee  the  right  to  grant  points  not  listed  and  to  with- 
hold points  when  the  occasion  requires.  This  is  to  be  done  with  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  council. 

A student  open  forum  will  be  held  to  discuss  the  changes  on 
Wednesday,  Feb.  21,  1951,  in  the  Maeser  Assembly  hall. 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  follows: 

“That  the  point  awards  system  be  abolished  beginning  with 
the  school  year  1951-52.  The  point  system  shall  operate 
for  this  year,  1950-51,  on  the  committee’s  revised  rates.”

Ag  Dean  Stresses 
Relation  of  Soils 
To  Nation’s  Might 

“Don’t  be  ashamed  of  agricul- 
ture,” admonished  R.  H.  Walker, 
dean  of  the  College  of  Agricul- 
ture at  Utah  State  Agricultural 
College  and  director  of  the  exper- 
iment station,  as  he  addressed 
m ore  than  one  hundred  Brigham 
Young.  University  farm  enthusi- 
asts here,  last  week. 

Dean  Walker,  former  BYU 
graduate,  paid  tribute  to  Dean 
Martin,  other  faculty  members, 
and  students  in  the  department, 
by  quoting  from  Daniel  Webster. 
“The  cultivation  of  the  earth  is 
the  most  important  labor  of  man. 
Unstable  is  the  future  of  the 
country  which  h^s  lost  its  taste 
for  agriculture.  If  there  is  one 
lesson  of  history  that  is  unmis- 
takeable,  it  is  that  national 
national  strength  lies  very  near 
the  soil.” 

Along  with  the  encouraging  re- 
marks of  Dean  Walker,  Ag.  club 
members  enjoyed  an  accordion 
selection  by  Dale  Johnson  and 
two  Hawaiian  hula  numbers  by 
Pat  Hale  and  Beverley  Anderson.

Hutch,  Minnie  Lead  Y 
To  70-42,  65-40  Wins

The  BYU  basketball  team  coasted  to  two  more  victories  last 
week  end  as  they  defeated  the  Colorado  A & M Rams  70-42  and 
65-40  in  the  University  of  Utah  fieldhouse.  , The  Cougars  now  have 
an  eight  game  win  streak  going  and  boast  an  almost  insurmount- 
able conference  lead  of  eleven  victories  and  two  losses. 

Mel  Hutchins  played  one  of  his  finest  games  Thursday  night  as 
he  paced  the  Cougars  with  20  points,  hitting  on  9 of  18  shots,  and 
gobbled  up  16  rebounds,  two-thirds  as  many  as  the  A & M team 
combined. 

Friday  night  Roland  Minson  came  back  after  two  sub  par 
games  and  led  BYU  to  a 65-40  victory  as  he  tallied  18  points.  Joe 
Richey  hopped  back  into  the  starting  lineup  after  a back  ailment 
had  forced  him  to  sit  out  the- 


second  Utah  State  game  a week 
before.  * 

Richey,  who  worked  out  lightly 
during  the  week,  had  a tough  go 
of  it  Thursday  night  but  snapped 
back  into  his  old  form  the  follow- 
ing night  and  hit  four  for  six  and 
a total  of  eight  points.  He  sat 
out  the  second  half. 

Harold  Christensen  played  fine 
ball  both  nights  and  is  beginning 
to  hit  with  deadly  regularity  with 
his  jump  shot.  Chris  has  been 
the  one  to  steady  the  team  when- 
ever the  play  gets  a little  ragged. 

Another  ballplayer  to  come  'a 
long  way  in  the  last  several 
games  has  been  Jerry  Romney. 
His  set  has  been  hitting  better 
and  his  drive  in  shots  are  be- 
coming more  deadly.  He  also 
snared  10  rebounds  in  the  second 
game,  one  less  than  Hutch. 

Although  Jerry  looked  a little 
awkward  on  a couple  of  fast 
breaks  Friday,  he  broke  out  with 
a couple  of  new  shots,  one  hand- 
ers from  the  keyhole,  that  will 
add  to  his  growing  effectiveness 
as  a scoring  threat. 

Thus,  BYU’s  victories  continue 
to  be  team  wins  and  it  is  becom- 
ing increasingly  more  difficult  to 
rig  up  a defense  against  the  Cou- 
gars since  every  man  is 
of  scoring. 

Neither  game  is  worth  going 
over  in  detail  since  the  Cougars 
wrapped  up  both  games  in  the 
opening  minutes.  It  was  a little 
slower  Thursday  as  it  was  a 
couple  of  minutes  before  Minson 
got  the  fieldgoal  scoring 
way  with  a hook. 

The  second  night  the  Cats 
started  from  the  opening  whistle 
and  the  outcome  of  the  game 


was  never  in  doubt.  The  halftime 
scores  for  the  two  games  were 
35-17  and  44-20. 

The  Cougar  defense  was  set 
up  to  stop  6’7”  Gossett,  the  Rams’ 
center.  Gossett  has  a deadly 
hook  when  he  gets  a chance  to 
use  it.  He  seldom  did. 

Everytime  the  pass  went  in  to 
Gossett,  Mel  Hutchins  would 
reach  around  and  attempt  to  bat 
it  away.  This  worked  more  than 
half  the  time.  Even  though  Gos- 
sett has  a tough  hook  to  block, 
Mel  managed  to  block  a few. 

Glendon  Anderson  put  in  an  ap- 
pearance Friday  night  and  al- 
though he  was  visibly  handicap- 
ped by  a still  bad  ankle  he  did 
show  flashes  of  his  old  self  that 
showed  why  he  was  one  of  the 
top  players  in  the  conference  last 
season. 

The  sight  of  Boyd  Jarman 
working  in  the  game  along  with 
Mel  Hutchins  was  a gratifying 
spectacle.  Boyd  improves  with 
every  minute  he  plays  and  makes 
the  possible  loss  of  Hutch  in  a 
game  no  longer  a terrifying 
thought. 

With  two  more  wins  under 
belt,  the  Cougars  now  boast 
record  for  the  season,  one 
of  the  best  in  the  nation  for  the 
number  of  games  played.  This 
should  help  them  in  their  AP  rat- 
Last  week  AP  ranked  BYU 
while  UP  nudged  them  into 
the  top  ten,  in  the  ninth  spot.

They’ve  held  their 
opponents  to  49.8  per  game,  while 
the  Cougars  have  averaged  no 
points  a try. 

Utah  can  boast  two  of  the  best 
defensive  men  in  the  league  in 
little  Jimmy  Cleverly  and  Glen 
Duggins,  who  will  probably  be 
racing  with  Roland  Minson  and 
Joe  Richey.
